back end , which

Hose wagons in lar­

One Company Having Sway. 


Directors of the Central Fu el Gas 
company and the Peoples Natu ral 
h as company today were calling' a t­ 
tention to the decision of t lie pu blic 
service commission of Indiana in In­ 
dianapolis 
yesterday in the 
Union 
City and W inchester 
natu ral 
gas 
eases, brief mention of which was 
made in a dispatch in the Daily Re­ 
pu blican la^t night. 
The commission redu ced tile price 
of natu ral gas in these two cities 
from $1.10 a thou sand cu bic feet to 
50 cents a 
thou sand 
cu bic 
feet. 
The Central Fu el and People com­ 
panies here are 
restricted 
to 
a 
charge of fifteen cents a 
thou sand 
cu bic feet by a city ordinance. 
It will be recalled that an effort o n! 
the part of the two companies to he 
j 
allowed by the city cou ncil to in- 
j 
crease their rate 
to 
‘25 
cents 
a j 
thou sand cu bic feet failed last su m- j 
mer. 
The directors today 
pointed; 
ou t that even the commission al­ 
lowed a charge of 5 0 c e nt s in Union 


City and 
Winchester. 
This 
w as! 
cited as an example of what might j 
be done here if the qu estion 
were 
su bmitted to the commission. 
W hat is said to be the only ob- 
jectional featu re to petitioning the 
commission for a ru ling is the de­ 
lay. 
The object of the two fifteen- 
cent companies last su mmer 
when 
they petitioned the cou ncil to be al­ 
lowed to raise their rates was to get 
enou gh income so that new 
wells 
cou ld be du g. 
i The directors 
said 
then 
they 
wou ld not make the u su al effort- to 
locate more wells 
last 
su mmer to 
keep the su pply u p 
becau se 
they 
cou ldn’t afford it, and they didn’t. 
Neither the Central Fu el or the Peo­ 
ples companies have attached new 
wells this winter.

reported, 
however, that the 
gas 
su pply 
is 
abou t the same this winter as it has 
been in recent winters. 
“The Central Fu el and the Peo­ 
ples,” said a director of the Peo­ 
ples company today, 
“only 
asked 
that they be allowed to increase the 
price ten cents on 
the 
thou sand. 
They cou ld have brou ght 
the ‘old’ 
company in on an agreement to re- j 
du ce 
their 
price 
to 
twenty-five 
cents, bu t as it is now the ‘old’ com­ 
pany is not limited as to charge and 
can gobble u p all bu siness here, be­ 
cau se it is allowed enou gh charge to 
keep u p repairs and dig new wells.

(Ind) schools. 


Mott gave some interestng 
f a c t s 
in his address. He said that the race 
reprodu ces itself every 50 years, and 
that one-third of the children in this 
cou ntry do not grow to healthy m atu ­ 
rity. He said for this reason race 
hygiene was very important. 
“A tru e reveranee for motherhood

will do more to inspire noble, pu re 
living a m ong ou r you th than the fear 
of the ravages of disease which fol­ 
low in the wake of 
immoral social 
practices,” said Mott.

By a vote of 14 to 2 the committee re­ 
ported favorably the Sims bill, which 
proi>oses the repeal of the objection­ 
able clau se.

Within a week and every effort will be 
made to facilitate its passage. 
Evidence continu es to indicate more 
clearly that the opponents of the meas- 
u se will seek to block its passage on 
the grou nd that it amou nts to an effort 
to pu rchase Great Britain’3 friendship 
in the international complications now 
confronting this government. 
Senator Jones of Washington, a Re­ 
pu blican, introdu ced a resolu tion call­ 
ing on the president to advise the sen­

tolls and what representations have 
been made concerning the same. The 
Jones resolu tion calls for copies of all 
commu nications received from foreign 
cou ntries in regard to this su bject and 
the answers su bmitted by the United 
States. 
Another resolu tion 
introdu ced by 
Senator 
Poindexter, 
Progressive, of 
Washington, calls u pon the president 
to explain to the senate ju st what con­ 
nection the repeal of the law may have 
with delicate foreign relations men­ 
tioned vagu ely in the president’s ad­ 
dress. Senator Poindexter said he be­ 
lieved that the senate was expected to 
know ju st what the situ ation was. 
The indications are that the debate 
on the Sims bill will be one of the 
liveliest witnessed in the hou se since 
Mr. Wilson became president.
